The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Conference  between 
the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  rela- 
tive to  the  Emerald-Hodgson  Hospital  was  made  the  order 
of  the  day  for  Saturday  at  10  a.m. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  was  called  to  the  chair. 

An  election  for  Secretary  of  the  Board  was  held.  The 
Rev.  Jas.  G.  Glass  was  nominated.  There  being  no  further 
nominations,  the  Chair  was  instructed  to  cast  the  unani- 
mous ballot  for  the  nominee.  This  being  done,  he  was 
declared  elected  for  the  term  of  three  years.

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SECOND  DAY 

Friday,  June  9,  1916,  9  a.m. 

The  Board  met,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair,  and  after 
prayer  the  Board  was  called  to  order. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Bishops  of  Florida,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
and  East  Carolina,  Messrs.  J.  S.  Whaley  and  A.  S.  Cleve- 
land were  found  to  be  present. 

The  presence  of  Mr.  W.  D.  Cleveland,  of  Texas,  was 
noted,  and  on  motion  he  was  granted  the  privileges  of  the 
floor  until  his  credentials  should  arrive. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  report  of  the  Sewanee  Central 
Committee  on  the  University  Debt  be  made  the  order  of 
the  day  at  11  o'clock,  and  that  the  committee  be  invited  to 
be  present  with  the  Board. 

Mr.  Finney  reported  that  from  12  m.  to  12:30  p.m.  was  a 
convenient  time  for  the  meeting  of  the  Board  with  the 
Faculty  of  the  University,  and  the  place,  the  Professors' 
Common  Room,  and  a  resolution  was  adopted  in  accordance 
with  the  report. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  submitted  a  form  of  admission 
for  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  desiring  to  unite 
with  the  University,  and  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Ordinances. 

Recess  was  taken  until  10:30  a.m. 


11  o'clock  A. 
Board  called  to  order,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 
The  presence  of  Dr.  J.  H.  P.  Hodgson  was  noted. 
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The  Committee  on  Credentials  rendered  report  No.  2,  as 
follows : 

Credentials  have  been  received  certifying  to  the  election  of  the  Rev. 
Wm.  E.  Cox,  vice  Rev.  T.  P.  Noe,  as  Trustee  from  the  Diocese  of  East 
Carolina,  and  Mr.  John  L.  Doggett,  vice  Mr.  Telfair  Knight,  as  Trus- 
tee from  the  Diocese  of  Florida.

On  their  names  being  called,  Mr.  Doggett  was  found  to 
be  present. 

The  Bishop  of  Atlanta  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
the  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  and  the  report  was  received 
as  follows: 

The  exhibits  furnished  your  Committee  indicate  that  there  was  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  total  enrollment  for  the  year  just  finished. 

When  we  consider  the  difficulties  under  which  the  Academy  has 
labored  for  some  years  past,  and  the  sharp  competition  in  securing 
students,  and  upon  these  the  world  troubles  of  the  past  eighteen  months 
gone,  we  need  not  be  surprised  or  discouraged  that  the  accessions 
have  not  been  more  numerous. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  is  distinct  encouragement  in  the  fact  that 
the  attendance  at  the  close  of  the  school  was  greater  than  the  previous 
session  ;  that  the  number  of  graduates  (20)  is  greater  than  heretofore, 
and  that  there  is  a  small  percentage  of  increase  in  the  number  of  stu- 
dents returning  to  the  Academy  (40  out  of  87)  a  larger  proportion  than 
ever  before  recorded,  as  far  as  we  have  knowledge. 

We  regard  the  outlook  to  be  most  hopeful  and  we  gladly  attest  the 
satisfactory  condition  of  the  school,  the  honest  and  faithful  service  of 
the  faculty,  the  cheerful  content  of  the  students,  and  the  generally 
wholesome  atmosphere  of  the  school  life. 

Specifying,  we  find  no  complaint  of  the  buildings  and  equipment. 
Quintard  Hall  has  been  improved  by  the  installation  of  electric  lights  ; 
a  common  room  and  library  have  been  set  off  and  furnished,  and  sup- 
ply a  great  need ;  a  pool  room  meets  a  real  demand  for  indoor  amuse- 
ments. 

The  health  of  the  students  has  been  uniformly  good  and  the  physical 
chart  shows  fine  development  in  most  of  the  boys.  There  have  been 
but  three  withdrawals  on  account  of  health,  none  under  discipline. 
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The  Government  Inspector  has  made  a  report  which  leaves  no  room 
for  doubt  as  to  our  classification,  and  demonstrates  that  the  military 
features  of  the  school  have  had  proper  attention. 

Following  our  advice  of  a  year  ago,  the  provision  for  and  character 
of  the  religious  instruction  have  greatly  improved.  It  is  proposed  that 
hereafter  this  matter  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  daily  roster  of  the 
Academy.  Sixty-three  per  cent,  of  the  boys  are  confirmed  members 
of  the  Church,  and  the  general  tone  of  the  school  is  obviously  raised 
to  greater  seriousness  and  better  ideals. 

The  student  government  and  appeal  to  corporate  honor  have  proven 
very  successful. 

To  one  observing  the  closing  exercises  and  dismissal  it  must  have 
appeared  the  regret  at  parting  was  sincere,  very  different  from  the 
hurried  departure  so  often  seen  at  the  end  of  a  term.  This  was  not  an 
accident.  It  was  indicative  of  the  sympathy  existing  between  the 
faculty  and  the  students.  The  relationship  has  been  strengthened  and 
improved  with  very  happy  consequences. 

In  discipline,  we  can  find  neither  laxity  nor  severity,  and  your  Com- 
mittee is  of  the  conviction  that  we  have  cause  for  great  thankfulness 
in  the  management,  the  conduct,  and  the  prospects  of  the  Sewanee 
Military  Academy.  For  the  Committee,

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An  election  was  entered  upon  with  the  following  result:

In  each  case  the  rules  were  dispensed  with  by  unanimous 
consent,  and  the  ballot  was  cast  by  the  Secretary,  except 
in  the  last  election,  when  the  ballot  was  cast  by  the  Chair. 

The  Central  Committee,  through  the  Rev.  Henry  D. 
Phillips,  rendered  the  report  of  the  Central  Committee, 
said  report  being  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes.  (See 
Appendix  III.) 

A  letter  was  presented  to  the  Board  from  the  Rt.  Rev.  C. 
E.  Woodcock,  D.D.,  resigning  from  the  Board  of  Regents, 
on  account  of  the  condition  of  his  health,  and  his  conse- 
quent inability  to  attend  meetings.  The  resignation  was 
accepted  by  the  Board  with  exceeding  regret. 

An  election  was  ordered  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

The  Bishop  of  Florida,  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  and 
the  Bishop  of  Mississippi  were  nominated,  and  Messrs. 
Doggett  and  A.  S.  Cleveland  were  appointed  tellers.  After 
several  ballots,  the  Rt.  Rev.  T.  D.  Bratton,  D.D.,  was 
elected  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term. 

The  Board  took  recess  to  meet  the  Faculties  of  the  Uni- 
versity.

In  case  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  District  desires  to  become  a 
member  of  the  union  of  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts  which  sup- 
port and  control  the  University  of  the  South,  it  is  requested  that  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Convention,  Council  or  Convocation  of  the 
Diocese  or  Missionary  District,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions 
be  proposed  and  adopted ;  and  a  copy  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  University  ;  viz. : 

Whereas,  The  University  of  the  South,  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  worthily 
represents  the  contribution  which  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  is 
making  to  the  cause  of  higher  Christian  education  in  the  country  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Convention  (or  Council  or   Convocation)  of  the 

Diocese  (or  Missionary  District)  of desires  to  give  its 

support  and  encouragement,  formally  and  officially  to  this  great 
cause ;  therefore, 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Convention  (Council  or  Convocation)

Your  Committee  having  before  them  the  reports  of  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor, the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Regents,  beg  to  make  the  following  report : 

We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  College  has  maintained  during  the 
year  its  increased  enrollment,  especially  in  the  number  of  students  in 
the  advanced  classes,  and  the  work  done  seems  to  have  been  very  sat' 
isfactory. 

The  reports  reveal  several  interesting  facts  which  your  Committee 
believe  to  be  full  of  encouragement  and  hope  for  the  future. 

This  past  year  the  members  of  the  Faculty  have  visited  forty  or 
more  Secondary  Schools,  and  to  quote  the  Dean's  report,  "  There  is 
little  doubt  that  a  consistent  policy  of  school  visiting  by  members  of 
the  Faculty  will  greatly  strengthen  our  relations  with  our  feeding 
schools  and  show  results  in  increased  attendance."  Your  Committee 
therefore  hopes  that  a  definite  and  consistent  programme  of  school 
visiting  may  be  carried  out  this  coming  year. 
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The  reports  on  the  summer  quarter  'for  the  past  year  are  most  en- 
couraging, with  quite  a  large  gain  in  the  number  of  students  over  the 
preceding  years,  and  the  large  deficits  of  previous  years  were  reduced 
this  past  year  to  less  than  $400. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  connection  with  the  summer  quarter  that 
quite  a  large  percentage  of  last  year's  students  of  the  regular  winter 
terms  remained  on  the  mountain  during  the  whole  vacation  period  en- 
gaged in  different  lines  of  work. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  year  has  been  marked  by  a  fine  spirit 
of  cooperation  between  the  student  body  and  the  Faculty.  This  has 
been  emphasized  no  doubt  by  the  enthusiasm  and  by  the  common 
interest  in  the  outcome  of  the  debt  campaign.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  student  body  raised  from  among  themselves  for  this  fund  over 
$3,000,  or  an  average  of  about  twenty  dollars  per  student.  This  we 
think  indicates  a  fine  spirit  of  loyalty. 

Your  Committee  desires  to  emphasize  the  fact  referred  to  in  the 
Vice-Chancellor's  report  that  there  is  now  required  in  the  College  in 
the  Freshmen  and  Sophomore  years  the  study  of  the  English  Bible, 
and  that  certain  credits  on  this  subject  are  required  in  order  that  any 
person  may  receive  a  degree  from  this  College.  These  studies  are  taken 
by  the  Rev.  Henry  D.  Phillips  in  addition  to  his  work  as  Chaplain. 

In  an  appendix  to  the  report  of  the  Dean  is  given  a  statistical 
statement  which  is  especially  interesting  and  encouraging. 

This  is  a  comparative  statement  of  attendance  at  Sewanee  and  that 
of  other  and  similar  institutions,  noting  particularly  the  number  of 
students  in  the  Colleges  of  Arts  and  Sciences  of  these  institutions. 

This  table  is  so  interesting  and  so  important  that  your  Committee 
have  appended  it  to  their  report,  together  with  a  resolution  relative  to 
it  which  they  hope  will  be  adopted. 

It  will  be  seen  that  as  a  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  Sewanee 
compares  favorably  in  the  enrollment  of  such  students  with  many  of 
such  institutions,  however  extended  may  be  their  enrollment  in  other 
departments.  In  some  cases  where  there  is  a  larger  attendance  in  the 
College,  the  institution  is  situated  in  a  city  from  which  it  draws  a  large 
number  of  students.  In  other  cases,  especially  among  denominational 
colleges,  the  vastly  greater  number  of  members  of  these  denominations 
in  the  South  naturally  affords  them  a  greatly  enlarged  opportunity  to 
secure  students. 

It  is  nevertheless  doubtless  a  painful  conclusion  that  in  comparison 
with  three  of  these  leading  denominational  colleges,  our  people  do 
not  support  their  institutions  of  learning  as  the  adherents  of  these  de- 
nominations support  theirs. 
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Sewanee  is,  however,  a  more  prosperous  college  so  far  as  its  enroll- 
ment is  concerned  than  we  sometimes  think,  but  it  could  be  a  much 
larger  institution  if  our  people  would  be  more  loyal  in  giving  it  their 
sons  to  educate. 

Resolved  (i),  That  the  accompanying  table  be  printed  in  the  ab- 
stract of  Proceedings  of  this  Board.     (See  Appendix  IV.) 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Dean,  we  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved  (2),  That  instructors  in  the  departments  of  Latin  and 
Greek,  be  authorized  to  offer  such  elective  courses  in  the  field  of  either 
language  as  they  may  prefer  to  give,  provided  such  courses  receive  the 
approval  of  both  departments  of  the  Faculty. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  the  reports  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the 
Dean,  and  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  certain  changes,  temporary  and 
permanent,  in  the  Faculty  of  the  College  which  are  desirable  and  nec- 
essary. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  make  any  explanation  of  these  changes,  as  they 
have  been  fully  presented  in  these  reports.  We  present  the  following 
resolutions  in  order  to  carry  out  the  proposed  changes. 

It  is  to  be  noted  in  connection  with  the  following  resolutions  that 
the  term  of  office  is  for  five  years  and  expires  in  1917. 

Resolved  (3),  That  Mr.  Ralph  Peters  Black  be  elected  Professor  of 
Engineering  and  University  Engineer,  for  the  unexpired  term,  at  a 
salary  of  $2,000  per  annum. 

Resolved  (4),  That  Dr.  Hubert  H.  S.  Aimes  be  elected  Acting  Pro- 
fessor of  Economics  and  Sociology  for  the  unexpired  term  at  a  salary 
of  $1,800  per  annum. 

Resolved  (5),  That  Mr.  Robt.  C.  Walker  be  elected  Acting  Assist- 
ant Professor  of  Biology  for  the  unexpired  term  at  a  salary  of  $1,200 
per  annum. 

Resolved  (6),  That  Albert  Sherman  Eastman,  Ph.D.,  of  Princeton 
University,  be  elected  Associate  Professor  of  Chemistry,  the  amount  of 
his  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

Resolved  (7),  That  the  resignation  of  Professor  Colin  M.  Mackall 
as  Professsor  of  Chemistry  to  take  effect  at  the  close  of  this  collegiate 
term,  be  and  it  is  hereby  accepted ;  and  that  the  Chancellor  be  re- 
qested  to  express  to  Professor  Mackall  the  regret  of  this  Board  at  his 
departure,  and  its  appreciation  of  his  services. 
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Resolved  (8),  That  Dr.  Thos.  S.  Duncan  be  elected  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Classics  for  the  unexpired  term  at  a  salary  of  $1,500  per 
annum. 

Resolved  (9),  That  Mr.  Frank  S.  Houghteling,  a  graduate  student 
of  this  University,  be  appointed  a  Lecturer  in  History,  and  that  he  be 
requested  to  give  a  course  in  American  History  from  the  Civil  War  to 
the  present  day,  for  which  College  credit  will  be  allowed,  and  that  he 
be  given  an  honorarium  of  $100  for  his  services. 

Resolved  (10),  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  appoint  a 
competent  person  to  fill  the  chair  of  Physics  during  the  absence  on 
leave  of  Dr.  Rogers  H.  Gait,  Professor  of  Physics.

The  Board,  on  motion,  went  into  a  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
ference, rendered  by  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  the  Bishop 
of  Atlanta  being  designated  chairman. 

The  Committee  arose  and  reported  progress. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  moved  that  the  report  of 
the  Committee  be  adopted. 

Mr.  Doggett  moved  to  postpone  action  on  the  report 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  the  motion  was 
carried  by  a  vote  of  21  ayes,  and  9  noes. 

The  following  resolution,  proposed  by  Dr.  Hodgson,  was 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  subsequently  with- 
drawn, and  adopted  by  the  Board : 

Whereas,  By  a  great  effort  the  friends  of  the  University  have  sue 
ceeded  in  removing  the  burden  of  the  debt  upon  this  institution,  which 
debt  was  the  result  of  accumulated  deficits  of  past  years,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  possible  that  annual  deficits  in  the  financial  state- 
ments of  the  University  may  again  occur.    To  guard  in  some  measure 
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against  this  contingency  which  would  have   a  seriously  detrimental 
effect  upon  the  good  standing  of  Sewanee, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  present 
pledge  themselves  to  underwrite  any  such  deficit  for  the  next  three 
years,  under  the  following  conditions,  to-wit : 

The  share  of  each  member  to  be  prorated  according  to  the  full 
number  on  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  maximum  amount  not  to  exceed 
twenty-five  dollars  in  any  one  year  ;  a  member's  responsibility  to  cease 
when  he  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Should  there  be  any  such  deficit,  the  pro  rata  payment  of  each  mem. 
ber  will  be  due  Oct.  i,  1916,  1917,  1918. 

To  make  absent  members  and  new  members  responsible,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  above  be  sent  to  them  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board,  and  that  they  be  asked  to  accept  the  same  condi- 
tions, and  that  a  report  of  the  result  of  these  requests  be  made  to  the 
Board  by  its  Secretary  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Recess  was  taken  until  8  p.m. 


Saturday,  8  o'clock,  p.m. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order,  the  Chancellor  in  the 
chair. 

The  Committee  on  Honorary  Degrees  submitted  its  re- 
port. The  honorary  degrees  recommended  by  the  Com- 
mittee were  conferred,  and  the  resolutions  appended  to  the 
report  were  adopted,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Degress  respectfully  recommend  for  the  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Divinity  : 

The  Rev.  Robert  W.  Patton,  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Depart- 
ment of  Sewanee. 

The  Rev.  Chas.  Morris  Addison,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church, 
Stamford,  Conn. 

The  Rev.  Aaron  Burtis  Hunter,  Principal  of  St.  Augustine's  School, 
Raleigh,  N.  C. 
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For  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Civil  Law : 
Hon.  Alexander  Campbell  King,  Atlanta,  Ga. 

Dr.  Archibald  Henderson,  Professor  of  Mathematics,  University  of 
North  Carolina. 

In  addition  to  our  action  in  recommending  the  above  honorary 
degrees,  your  Committee  has  had  before  it  the  names  of  four  alumni 
of  the  University  who  for  various  reasons  failed  to  complete  the  full 
course  necessary  to  obtain  their  academic  degrees,  when  they  were 
students  of  Sewanee,  and  whom  it  is  now  \  roposed  to  honor  by  con- 
ferring upon  them  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  <  f  Letters,  and  of  Civil 
Engineering,  honoris  causa.  Without  wishing  in  any  way  to  pass 
judgment  upon  the  merits  of  each  individual  case,  and  from  no  lack  of 
appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  and  conspicuous  ability  of  those 
whose  names  have  been  submitted  to  us,  your  Committee  nevertheless 
desires  to  put  itself  on  record  as  opposed  to  the  policy  of  conferring 
any  degree  which  ordinarily  would  be  taken  in  course,  honoris  causa. 

To  confer  such  degrees  in  after  life  upon  those  who  failed  to  win 
them  while  students  at  the  University  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Committee  inevitably  tend  to  cheapen  them  in  the  eyes  of  the  student 
body  and  to  detract  from  their  value. 

If  once  the  precedent  is  established  here,  of  conferring  degrees  in 
course  as  honorary  degrees  upon  those  who  failed  to  win  them,  we 
anticipate  that  this  Board  would  soon  find  itself  seriously  embarrassed 
by  numerous  applications  from  deserving  alumni  and  the  number  of 
such  honorary  degrees  would  tend  to  increase  rather  than  diminish 
to  the  injury  of  the  University  and  to  the  lowering  of  its  academic 
standards. 

Your  Committee  therefore  respectfully  recommends : 

Resolved  (i),  That  no  degree  in  course  should  ever  be  conferred 
honoris  causa,  save  in  very  extraordinary  and  exceptional  cases,  and 
never  without  the  previous  consent  and  approval  of  the  Faculty  or 
Faculties  most  closely  related  to  the  degree. 

Resolved  (2),  That  in  all  cases  where  men  have  failed  to  meet  the 
academic  requirements  for  degrees  in  course,  the  Board  considers 
preferable  that  the  remedy  should  be  found  in  special  examinations 
covering  the  subject  or  subjects  in  which  the  student  was  deficient, 
to  be  determined  by  the  Faculty  of  the  University,  or  upon  any  other 
terms  or  conditions  which  the  said  Faculty  may  adopt. 

Resolved  (3),  That  hereafter  all  names  of  persons  proposed  for 
honorary  degrees  be  first  referred  to   the  Vice-Chancellor  to  be  sub- 
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mitted  by  him  to  the  Faculties  of  the  University  with  which  they  are 
most  closely  related  with  request  that  they  first  pass  upon  them  before 
they  come  before  this  Committee  and  Board  of  Trustees  for  action.

The  Committee  on  Finance  submitted  the  following  re- 
port, and  the  resolution  appended  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Ordinances. 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Finance  Committee,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report : 

We  note  the  suggestion  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  that  the  financial  re- 
port for  the  fiscal  year  be  printed  separately  from  the  Proceedings 
and  recommend  its  adoption. 

We  also  recommend  the  budget  system,  but  would  suggest  that  for 
the  current  year  the  budget  be  made  up  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  to  that  the  benefit  may  be  had  of  the  present  full  year's  experi- 
ence. 

We  note  that  at  the  last  year's  session  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
(pages  23  and  24  Proceedings)  there  were  adopted  two  resolutions 
recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances, 
amending  Ordinance  III  and  Ordinance  II,  Board  of  Regents.  These 
Ordinances  do  not  seem  to  this  Committee  to  have  been  carried  into 
effect.  We  wish  to  call  these  amendments  to  the  attention  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  also  to  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Ordinance  II,  Board  of  Regents,  be  amended  by 
adding  thereto  Paragraph  2,  so  as  to  provide  that  the  Vice-Chancellor 
shall  cause  to  be  timely  furnished  to  the  Board  of  Regents  all  infor- 
mation needful  to  enable  it  to  fully  comply  with  the  foregoing  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance. 

Your  Committee  is  informed  that  after  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  guarantee  and  salary  increase  funds,  which  will  be  in  the  near 
future,  the  apparent  deficit  in  operation  of  the  University  will  be  from 
$10,000  to  $12,000  per  annum,  so  would  suggest  that  some  plan  along 
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the  line  of  the  Nelson  Plan  be  pushed,  so  that  funds  may  be  raised  to 
meet  this  deficit  before  it  matures.

Resolved,  That  for  the  safeguarding  and  proper  distribution  of  any 
moneys  that  may  be  secured  for  the  enlargement,  equipment  or  en- 
dowment of  the Hospital  of  the  University, 

Trust  Co.  of be  named  as  Trustee    and  Depository  of 

all  gifts  and  bequests  for  the  Hospital,  under  proper  conditions  and 
directions,  the  income  to  be  paid  at  stated  intervals  to  the  Treasurer 
of  this  University  for  the  benefit  and  use  of  the  Hospital  through  its 
constituted  authorities. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Phillips  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Lands.  Resolution  No.  i  was  adopted;  Res- 
olution No.  2  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  as 
follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  has  read  with  interest  that 
part  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  Report  referring  to  this  subject. 

We  are  glad  to  learn  of  the  progress  of  the  survey  of  the  University 
Domain,  and  express  the  hope  of  the  continuation  of  that  work  to  its 
completion. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  your  Committee  to  see  the  evidence  of 
modern  convenience  in  the  life  of  the  community  in  the  service  of  the 
Public  Light  &  Power  Co.  with  which  a  satisfactory  contract  has  been 
made. 

It  is  noted  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  expresses  the  hope  that  the 
consideration  of  a  possible  contribution  by  the  University  to  a  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  of  the  Mountain  white  population  be  not  dropped. 
It  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  that  the  special  committee  for 
consideration  of  this  subject  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  be  continued. 

A  matter  of  very  great  importance  is  presented  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Board  in  the  suggestion  that  Endowment  Funds  of  the  Univer- 
sity be  used  for  the  erection  of  houses  to  be  rented  to  members  of  the 
Faculty.     It  is  recommended  that  this  question  be   referred  to  the 
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Board  of  Regents  with  power  to  act,  for  which  purpose  an  appropri- 
ate resolution  is  appended. 

Your  Committee  has  learned  with  much  pleasure  and  great  appre- 
ciation of  the  rebating  of  the  interest  on  the  mortgage  on  Hoffman 
Hall  for  a  period  of  two  years  by  the  Association  for  promoting  the 
interests  of  Church  Schools,  Colleges  and  Seminaries,  and  with  an 
increased  appreciation  of  the  conveyance  of  the  Magnolia  Hall  and  the 
residence  occupied  by  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Jewett  Williams  to  the  Univer- 
sity by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  K.  Benedict,  and  wishes  to  introduce  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  hereby  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the  very  generous  gift  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  K.  Benedict,  in  the  presentation  of  Magnolia 
Hall  and  the  residence  which  they  erected  for  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Jewett 
Williams  to  the  University,  and  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  be  instructed  to  convey  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  K.  Ben- 
edict the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  this 
very  generous  benefaction. 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  the  necessity  of  erection  of 
houses  for  the  use  of  the  Faculty  from  the  Endowment  Funds  of  the 
University,  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Regents  with  power  to  act.

The  Bishop  of  Mississippi  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  Library,  and  the  resolutions  appended  were  adopted,  as 
follows : 

Your  Committee  on  the  Library  respectfully  report,  that  we  have 
examined  the  reports  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Librarian,  and 
have  visited  the  Library.  It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that  we  receive 
the  notice  of  the  failing  health  of  Mrs.  Shoup,  and  of  her  resignation. 
For  many  years  Mrs.  Shoup's  gracious  presence  has  pervaded  the 
atmosphere  of  this  centre  of  Sewanee's  literary  life.  Her  devoted 
services  and  unflagging  interest  have  contributed  to  a  degree  which 
no  one  can  measure  to  the  pleasure  and  the  profit  of  those  who  fre- 
quent the  Library.     We  note  here   the  kind  and  capable  assistance 
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which  Mr.  Samuel  Sharp  has  given  during  Mrs.  Shoup's  illness.  It  is 
gratifying  to  learn  that  the  future  care  of  the  Library  is  committed  to 
Miss  Finley,  one  of  our  Sewanee  ladies,  fit  successor  of  those  who 
have  here  contributed  so  much  to  the  traditions  of  the  mountain. 

Among  the  donors  of  862  volumes  presented  by  many  friends  of  the 
University,  all  of  whom  are  remembered  with  thanksgiving,  we  spe- 
cially mention  the  name  of  Dr.  H.  N.  Spencer,  the  eminent  physician, 
the  saintly  Christian  gentleman,  the  patron  of  learning  and  literature, 
whose  death  last  summer  will  ever  be  lamented  by  his  Sewanee 
friends.  The  heirs  of  Dr.  Spencer  presented  from  Dr.  Spencer's 
splendid  library  648  volumes  of  great  value,  many  of  them  rare  edi- 
tions. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  to  the  fact  that  beyond  such 
voluntary  gifts  of  books  there  is  no  source  of  supply  for  the  Library 
save  the  annual  subscriptions  of  the  Henneman  Library  Association. 
The  Committee  of  last  year's  Board  of  Trustees  presented  this 
fact,  and  every  member  present  joined  the  Association.  Your  Com- 
mittee hopes  that  this  may  serve  as  a  beginning  of  a  precedent  which 
will  number  many  Trustees  as  an  annual  contributor  to  the  Henneman 
Library  Association. 

We  offer  the  resolutions  appended  and  ask  their  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  be  requested  to  convey  to  Mrs. 
Shoup  the  kind  greetings  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  our  sympathy 
with  her  in  her  illness,  and  our  gratitude  for  her  gracious  and  valued 
services  as  Librarian  of  the  University,  now  regretfully  terminated. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  returned  to  Mrs.  W.  H. 
DuBose  and  her  brothers  and  sisters,  heirs  of  the  late  Dr.  H.  N. 
Spencer,  and  our  grateful  appreciation  of  their  great  kindness  in  the 
gift  of  the  splendid  addition  to  our  Library  of  the  carefully  selected 
volumes  from  the  doctor's  collection  of  beautiful  editions.  In  making 
this  recognition,  our  Secretary  is  requested  to  express  our  profound 
satisfaction  that  this  memorial  of  the  distinguished  doctor  and  beloved 
friend  is  entrusted  to  Sewanee.

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The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department  reported 
as  follows  through  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  and  the  pro- 
posed resolutions  were  adopted : 

Your  Committee  respectfully  reports  that  the  facts  with  reference  to 
this  department  have  been  set  forth  in  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students.  We 
congratulate  the  department  in  securing  the  distinguished  clergy  as 
lecturers  to  the  students,  and  express  the  hope  that  these  visits  of 
Bishops  and  others  may  become  each  year  a  feature  of  the  student 
life. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  Isaac  D wight  Medal,  for  so 
many  years  provided  by  the  late  Dr.  H.  N.  Spencer,  has  been  perpet- 
uated by  a  bequest  of  $1,000  to  the  University. 

We  have  received  from  the  Theological  Faculty  their  unanimous 
nomination  of  the  Rev.  Chas.  L.  Wells,  Ph.D.,  to  the  Chair  of  Ecclesi- 
astical History,  and  ask  that  his  nomination  be  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Regents.

The  Board  was  called  to  order,  the  Chancellor  in  the 
chair. 

The  presence  of  Rev.  Mr.  Sykes  was  noted. 

Dr.  Hall  offered  the  following  minute,  and  resolution, 
which  was  adopted : 

Owing  to  conditions  reported  from  time  to  time  to  this  Board,  the 
proposition  to  establish  a  Woman's  College  on  the  Domain  has  been 
in  abeyance. 

In  a  recent  letter,  Miss  Laura  Drake  Gill  informs  us  of  the  uncer- 
tainty attending  future  efforts  in  the  direction  proposed. 

As  Miss  Gill  has  been  the  chief  active  agent  in  the  promotion  of  the 
plan  for  the  establishment  of  the  Woman's  College,  the  whole  effort  is 
thrown  into  suspense  for  the  present. 

We  deem  it  proper  and  respectful  that  the  Board  send  to  Miss  Gill 
some  expression  of  regret  and  sympathy  in  her  impaired  health,  with 
hope  of  her  speedy  restoration  to  complete  health. 

We  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution,  and  ask  its  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  has  heard  with  sincere  regret  of  Miss  Gill's  serious  illness,  and 
extends  its  sympathy  with  the  earnest  hope  that  she  will  soon  regain 
her  wonted  vigor  and  health. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  reported  through  the 
Bishop  of  Mississippi,  and  the  report  was  received  with  a 
rising  vote,  and  the  resolution  adopted: 

Your  Committee  respectfully  reports  the  accompaning  Minutes : 
The  death  of  Mrs.  Antonia  Quitman  Lovell  removes  the  oldest  and 
most  venerated  member  of  our  Sewanee  family  circle.  The  an- 
nouncement is  received  by  this  Board  with  deepest  sorrow  and  with 
most  profound  sense  of  the  irreparable  loss  to  the  social  and  intellect- 
ual life  of  our  University. 
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Mrs.  Lovell  was  the  daughter  of  the  distinguished  statesman  and 
gallant  soldier,  Gen.  Quitman,  of  Natchez,  Miss.,  one  of  the  heroes  of 
the  Mexican  War.  She  was  reared  amidst  surroundings  of  culture 
and  refinement,  made  virile  and  forceful  by  the  manifold  responsibili- 
ties incident  to  subduing  of  a  new  country  and  the  building  of  a  social 
and  industrial  community  within  it. 

More  than  forty  years  ago,  Col.  Wm.  Storrer  Lovell  and  his  accom- 
plished wife  established  their  summer  home  here.  With  Sewanee, 
Mrs.  Lovell's  life  has  ever  since  been  identified  and  here  her  children 
received  much  of  the  training  for  their  useful  successful  careers.  For 
many  years  her  home  was  a  centre  of  cultured  sociability  and  literary 
communion  for  her  circle  of  friends.  The  old  students  and  residents 
look  back  upon  the  gentle  sympathy  and  powerful  influence  of  Mrs. 
Lovell's  sweet  personality  as  the  source  of  an  enduring  inspiration. 
Her  memory  is  enshrined  in  the  history  of  the  University's  years  of 
struggle,  when  the  faith  of  Sewanee's  friends  was  the  incentive  of 
her  sacrifice.  During  these  years,  Mrs.  Lovell,  both  through  her  per- 
sonal contact  and  through  the  young  lives  contributed  to  Sewanee's 
activities,  shared  the  struggles,  the  successes,  the  pain  of  hopes  de- 
ferred, and  died,  as  we  believe,  in  complete  trust  in  the  enduring  life  of 
the  beloved  University.  In  nothing  does  the  goodness  of  God  and 
His  gracious  favor  towards  us  seem  so  signally  clear  as  in  the  exam- 
ples of  beautiful  cultured  Christian  women,  whose  lives  have  been  our 
ideals  here  and  are  stili  our  beckoning  angels  toward  the  life  to  come. 

To  Mrs.  Lovell's  sons  and  daughter,  and  to  her  loved  ones,  we  offer 
the  sympathy  of  friendship.  With  them  and  with  Sewanee  we  thank 
God  for  the  good  example  of  her  beautiful  life  and  for  the  privilege  of 
a  long  association,  of  blessed  fellowship,  with  her  powerful,  gentle 
personality. 

Resolved,  That  this  tribute  he  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  our  pro- 
ceedings, and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Lovell's  family.

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  reported  for  the  Hospital  Com- 
mittee, and  the  resolution  was  adopted: 

Your  Committee  has  had  before  it  the  report  of  the  Hospital  Board 
and  that  portion  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  relative  to  the  Hos- 
pital, both  covering  practically  the  same  ground. 
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The  work  during  the  year  is  reported  to  have  been  most  encourag- 
ing. There  have  been  treated  429  in-patients,  and  865  out-patients,  a 
total  of  1,294,  the  cost  of  which  has  been  $6,148.34.  Of  this  amount, 
$1,077.29  was  paid  by  pay-patients  and  $1,947.00  was  received  from 
income  on  endowments,  and  the  balance  of  $3,123.35  was  given  by 
friends  through  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee.  The  endowment  of  the 
Hospital  amounts  to  $42,005.00,  of  which  the  University  owns  and 
controls  $16,000  and  the  balance  is  held  and  administered  by  the  Dio- 
cese of  Tennessee.  The  report  of  the  Hospital  Board  does  not  state 
the  whole  number  of  hospital  days,  so  that  your  Committee  is  not  able 
to  state  the  cost  per  patient  per  day,  which  we  believe  to  be  the  only 
method  of  determining  accurately  the  comparative  cost  of  mainte- 
nance. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  question  of  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  hospital  with  reference  to  the  joint  adjustment  of  the 
joint  relations  to  it  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  and  the  University,  is 
of  great  importance,  and  they  beg  to  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  Board  appointed 
in  191 5  to  cooperate  with  a  committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  for 
the  adjustment  of  the  relations  between  the  Hospital  and  the  Diocese, 
further  consideration  of  which  has  been  postponed,  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  for  further  consideration  and  report  to  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Board.

A.  S.  Cleveland  were  appointed  a  committee  to  see  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  procure  a  statement  of  the  exact  con- 
dition of  the  University  with  reference  to  the  debt. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  moved  and  it  was  carried  that  the 
printed  Proceedings  of  1916  shall  include  the  financial 
statement  to  August  31,  1915,  and  August  31,  1916.  (See 
Appendices  VI  and  VII.) 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  reported  for  the  Commit- 
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tee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  recommending  an 
amendment.  It  was  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Regents  with  instructions  to  include  it  in  the  revision: 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  amendment  to  Ordinance  II,  Board  of 
Regents : 

Resolved,  That  Ordinance  II,  Board  of  Regents,  be  amended  as 
follows :  Add  to  the  paragraph  appearing  at  the  top  of  page  24  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  1915,  which  paragraph  is  an 
amendment  adopted  in  191 5,  the  following  additional  paragraph  :

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  and  are 
hereby  extended  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  other  officers  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  residents  of  Sewanee,  for  their  gracious  hospitality  shown 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  during  tins  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  designate  some 
member  of  the  Board  to  append,  in  the  event  of  his  absence,  his  signa- 
ture to  the  Minutes.

Resolved,  That  this  Board  concurs  in  the  proposed  changes  in  Arti- 
cle VI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Associated  Alumni.

The  Bishop-Coadjutor  of  West  Texas  reported  for  the 
Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  begs  to  submit  the  following  report:  We  have 
carefully  read  the  report  of  the  Health  Officer,  Dr.  Kirby-Smith,  and 
have  also  made  an  inspection  of  the  buildings,  dormitories,  and  grounds, 
and  we  commend  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  same.  There 
is  every  indication  of  careful  scientific  oversight.  The  one  vital  need 
being  a  modern  sewage  disposal  system  which  we  most  earnestly  urge 
to  be  installed  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  moved  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution,  which  was  carried : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  be  instructed  to 
prepare  a  statement  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  University 
as  of  this  date,  which  will  demonstrate  that  the  debts  of  the  University 
have  been  fully  provided  for  by  the  $300,000  subscribed  for  that  pur- 
pose, excepting  such  current  liabilities  as  are  provided  for  by  liquid 
assets  in  hand,  and  that  this  statement  be  checked  and  certified  to  by  a 
committee  of  this  Board,  consisting  of  Dr.  W.  B.  Hall,  and  Mr.  W.  D. 
Cleveland,  and  printed  and  distributed  to  each  member  of  this  Board, 
at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Adjournment  was  had  until  to-morrow  morning  immedi- 
ately after  Commencement  Exercises.

APPENDIX  I 
REPORT  OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 
I  beg  to  submit  this,  my  second  annual  report. 
Deaths 

It  was  my  sad  duty  in  making  my  report  last  year  to  enumerate  a 
number  of  deaths  of  those  who  were  connected  with  Sewanee,  or  who 
had  been  connected  with  Sewanee  in  the  past.  This  year  we  have  been 
particularly  blessed  in  that  we  have  been  deprived  of  only  one  who 
has  had  historic  connection  with  the  establishment  of  the  University. 
Mrs.  William  S.  Lovell,  widow  of  the  late  Col.  William  S.  Lovell, 
of  Mississippi,  died  in  Birmingham,  Ala.,  on  the  — th  day  of  May,  1916. 
The  Lovell  family  has  been  connected  with  Sewanee  for  more  than 
forty  years.  Their  residence  in  the  olden  days  was  the  mecca  of  the 
students  who  were  attracted  largely  by  its  open  hospitality  and  friend- 
liness as  much  as  by  the  fact  that  the  three  sons  of  the  family  were 
students  of  either  the  old  Grammar  School  or  the  University.  As  the 
years  have  gone  by  the  opening  of  the  Lovell  house  in  the  springtime 
has  been  one  of  the  indications  that  the  old  Sewanee  friends  were 
once  more  returning  to  the  Mountain.  Mrs.  Lovell  was  a  lady  of  great 
charm  of  manner  and  culture,  and  many  incidents  of  a  historic  nature 
are  connected  with  her  life.  With  her  passing  away  a  certain  note  of 
sadness  is  struck  in  that  we  realize  how  few  friends  who  knew  Sewanee 
in  its  beginning  are  now  left. 

Statistics  of  Trustees,  Teachers  and  Students 

I  present  a  classified  statement  of  the  officers  and  student-body  for 
the  year  191 5-1 91 6,  divided  as  to  their  respective  departments,  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  years  of  1913-1914  and  1914-1915  ;  also  a  table 
giving  the  geographical  distribution  of  students.  It  will  be  noted  that 
the  total  enrollment  in  all  departments  is  somewhat  less  than  that  of 
last  year.  This  decrease  is  due  to  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
cadets  in  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy.  There  has  been  a  slight  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  students  in  the  Theological  Department  and 
in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences.

It  will  be  observed  that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  three  students 
in  this  department.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  number  lost  in  this 
department  during  the  whole  year  was  24,  so  that  the  year  closes  with 
more  students  in  actual  attendance  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
than  we  have  ever  had.  There  is  a  healthy  indication  in  the  statistics 
which  are  presented  in  that  the  Sophomore  Class  is  the  largest  that 
we  have  had  enrolled  in  the  College,  which  would  indicate  a  more 
stable  condition  in  the  student-body.  If  the  same  proportion  of  classes 
return  next  year  that  came  back  the  present  year,  there  is  every  indi- 
cation of  a  very  considerable  increase  in  the  student-body.

Of  the  twelve  referred  to  as  receiving  free  tuition,  six  are  residents 
of  Franklin  County,  one  is  a  Theological  student  taking  work  in  the 
Academic  Department,  and  five  are  the  sons  of  ministers. 

Prof.  B.  L.  Coulson,  who  had  been  given  an  extended  leave  of  ab- 
sence from  the  Department  of  Engineering,  sent  in  his  resignation  on 
June  22,  191 5,  as  Professor  of  Engineering. 

The  number  of  students  registered  in  the  Summer  Quarter  for  191 5 
was  27,  which  is  a  gain  of  ten  over  the  year  before.  The  increase  in 
the  attendance  of  the  Summer  Quarter  has  reduced  the  deficit  to  such 
an  extent  that  I  feel  warranted  in  recommending  that  the  Summer 
Quarter  be  continued. 

In  addition  to  the  students  who  took  classes,  there  were  possibly 
thirty  more  who  remained  at  Sewanee  during  the  whole  vacation,  a 
large  part  of  whom  were  working  on  the  golf  links  and  with  the  survey 
squads  under  Mr.  Lyne. 

It  is  a  source  of  much  gratification  to  me  to  be  able  to  report  that 
there  is  more  harmony  of  interests  among  the  faculty  members  them- 
selves, and  in  the  student-body,  and  between  the  student-body  and  the 
officers  of  the  University.  I  believe  that  in  the  year  just  closing  less 
friction  and  more  good  spirit  have  been  shown  than  have  existed  in 
many  years  past. 

(The  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  is 
herewith  submitted  as  Exhibit  "A.") 

Theological  Department 

The  number  of  students  in  the  Theological  Department  this  year  is 
twenty.     This  is  two  more  than  for  the  year  1914-1915. 

The  Rev.  Charles  T.  Wright,  during  the  past  year,  has  taken  charge 
of  the  Public  Speaking  and  Reading  in  the  Theological   Department. 

During  the  year  lectures  have  been  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Charles 
M.  Addison,  of  Stamford,  Conn.,  and  the  Right  Rev.  Charles  D.  Wil- 
liams, D.D.,  Bishop  of  Michigan. 
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To  those  who  were  not  actively  engaged  in  instruction  in  the  Theo- 
logical Department  it  has  appeared  that  the  students  in  this  depart- 
ment have  done  more  serious  and  conscientious  work  than  in  the  past. 
I  feel  that  we  are  preparing  some  men  who  will  be  of  the  utmost  effec- 
tive service  in  the  ministry  of  the  Church  of  the  future. 

Of  the  twenty  students  who  were  enrolled  in  the  department,  four 
have  dropped  out  during  the  year :  two  of  these  are  already  in  the 
ministry  of  the  Church  ;  two  expect  to  return  next  year,  and  one  does 
not  intend  to  take  Holy  Orders,  but  was  preparing  himself  for  a 
teacher  in  the  mission  field. 

The  library  of  the  Theological  Department  has  been  entirely  over- 
hauled and  recatalogued  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rev.  H.  L. 
Jewett  Williams.  The  work  done  in  this  respect  has  been  very  satis- 
factory, and  makes  the  library  more  available. 

By  the  death  of  Dr.  H.  N.  Spencer,  of  St.  Louis,  the  University  is 
to  receive  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  endow  the  Isaac  Marion  Dwight 
Medal  for  Philosophical  and  Biblical  Greek.  This  medal  was  given 
during  his  lifetime  by  Dr.  Spencer.  On  his  death  his  will  provided 
that  the  University  should  receive  the  sum  of  $1,000.00,  and  until  this 
amount  was  paid  over  to  the  University  that  the  executors  of  his  estate 
should  pay  annually  $50.00  for  this  medal.  The  Treasurer  is  in  receipt 
of  the  $50.00  for  this  year.  I  think  some  proper  recognition  should  be 
made  to  the  heirs  of  Dr.  Spencer.

Sewanee  Military  Academy 

In  the  Sewanee  Military  Academy  the  attendance  for  the  year  is 
eighty-seven,  as  compared  with  ninety-five  for  the  year  1914-1915. 
The  Academy,  however,  closed  on  June  8th  with  seventy-six  in  attend- 
ance, which  indicates  a  loss  of  only  eleven  during  the  year,  so  that 
although  the  total  enrollment  was  less  than  the  year  before,  there  were 
more  in  attendance  at  the  closing  than  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
This  would  indicate  a  very  satisfactory  condition  in  the  Academy, 
which,  I  believe,  has  closed  with  more  satisfaction  to  the  parents,  the 
cadet  corps,  and  the  officers  of  the  Academy  than  has  marked  its 
closing  for  some  years  past.  The  loss  is  accounted  for  in  the  follow- 
ing manner :

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact  that  forty-six 
of  the  old  cadets  returned  for  this  scholastic  year  as  compared  with 
only  forty  for  the  }Tear  1913-14,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  year 
1913-14  showed  a  total  enrollment  of  114  cadets.  The  percentage  of 
boys  returned  during  the  present  term  is  larger  than  any  year  of  which 
we  have  a  record.  The  return  of  the  old  cadets  would  indicate  that 
there  was  more  general  satisfaction  among  the  patrons  of  this  school, 
and  I  really  believe  the  Academy  is  winning  the  confidence  of  those 
who  are  interested  in  Sewanee. 

On  the  8th  day  of  June  the  Academy  graduated  twenty.  This  is  a 
larger  class  than  that  which  graduated  last  vear.  The  Commencement 
Sermon  was  preached  on  Sunday,  June  4th,  by  the  Rev.  Harris 
Mallinckrodt,  Rector  of  Calvary  Church,  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  Col. 
Lawrence  D.  Tyson,  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  delivered  the  Commence- 
ment address  on  June  8th. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  note  that  the  health  of  the  cadets  has  been 
exceptionally  good  during  the  year,  although  two  of  them  had  to  un- 
dergo operations  for  appendicitis. 

(For  further  information  I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  Military  Academy  as  Exhibit  "  C") 
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Chaplain 

In  another  part  of  this  report  I  noted  that  the  Rev.  Henry  D.  Phil- 
lips, B.A.,  entered  upon  his  duties  as  Chaplain  with  the  scholastic  year 
191 5-16.  The  Chaplain's  work  during  the  year  has  been  eminently 
successful,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  more  wholesome  participation  in 
the  services  of  the  Chapel  than  has  marked  the  past  years.  The  num- 
ber of  students  confirmed  in  the  University  has  been  larger  than  in 
the  past,  and  the  number  of  those  who  were  baptized  has  been  larger. 
The  total  number  confirmed  was  fourteen,  nine  of  whom  came  from 
the  Military  Academy  and  were  prepared  by  Rev.  Frank  A.  Juhan, 
Chaplain  of  the  Academy. 

On  Sunday  nights,  during  the  three  winter  months,  there  was  held  at 
the  Chaplain's  house  what  was  called  the  "  Chaplain's  Hour."  The 
attendance  was  entirely  voluntary  and  began  with  17,  and  has  averaged 
from  30  to  45.     These  were  students  in  the  University. 

A  religious  census  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  would  indi- 
cate that  a  majority  of  the  students  in  this  department  are  of  the  Epis. 
copal  Church.  In  the  increased  number  of  students  that  have  entered 
this  department  during  the  past  two  years,  it  has  been  noted  that  the 
increase  comes  more  from  Church  families  than  in  the  past ;  so  that 
the  ratio  which  used  to  prevail  of  55%  from  the  other  Churches  and 
45%  from  the  Episcopal  Church  has  become  almost  exactly  reversed. 
This  should  be  taken  as  a  wholesome  sign  that  the  Church  is  beginning 
to  recognize  the  efficiency  of  its  own  educational  institution. 

It  has  been  noted  that  the  Chaplain  has  also  taken  the  classes  in 
instruction  in  the  English  Bible,  which  is  required  to  be  gone  through 
with  by  all  candidates  for  an  academic  degree. 

The  choir  has  been  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Herbert  Brooke 
Morris,  a  student,  who  has  also  been  the  organist.  It  has  made  the 
services  of  the  Chapel  attractive  and  impressive,  and  there  has  been 
a  steady  improvement  in  the  rendition  of  the  musical  part  of  the 
services. 

In  addition  to  his  official  duties  as  Chaplain  of  the  University,  the 
Chaplain  has  also  been  appointed  as  the  Faculty  Director  of  Athletics, 
which  position  he  has  filled  most  effectively.  In  addition  to  encourag- 
ing the  development  of  the  physical  part  of  the  men,  it  has  brought  the 
Chaplain  into  intimate  relationship  with  many  of  the  students.  On  the 
whole  the  Chaplain's  work  for  the  past  year  might  be  emphasized  by 
the  statement  that  it  has  been  a  very  personal  relationship  with  the 
student-body  rather  than  an  official  one. 

(The  report  of  the  Chaplain  is  herewith  submitted  as  Exhibit  "D.") 
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Department  of  Physical  Education 

Acting  under  authority  that  was  conferred,  I  appointed  Mr.  John  P. 
Nicholson,  B.A.,  as  Physical  Director  for  the  University.  I  do  not 
believe  that  we  can  stress  too  much  the  importance  of  this  department, 
as  the  physical  side  of  the  man  needs  development,  along  with  his  mind 
and  his  spirit.  Mr.  Nicholson  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Mis- 
souri, and  has  given  considerable  time  to  the  study  of  physical  training. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  last  Olympic  team  that  represented  the 
United  States  abroad.  I  consider  that  we  are  very  fortunate  in 
obtaining  a  man  of  his  standing  in  the  athletic  world,  and  it  is  my 
desire  that  Mr.  Nicholson  be  formally  selected  as  Physical  Director 
of  the  University  for  the  unexpired  term  1916-17. 

Mr.  Nicholson's  report  would  indicate  that  very  thorough  work  was 
done  from  the  time  that  he  entered  upon  his  duties  January  1,  1916. 
So  thorough  was  the  work  that  he  did  that  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years  the  University  of  the  South  was  represented  in  the  annual  field 
sports  of  the  S.  I.  A.  A.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  time  was 
limited  for  preparing  a  team,  his  team  won  a  place. 

I  am  sure  that  the  work  of  Mr.  Nicholson  would  supplement  that 
of  the  Health  Officer  to  such  an  extent  that  the  general  physical  tone 
of  the  student-body  would  be  better. 

(Mr.  Nicholson's  report  is  submitted  herewith  as  Exhibit  "  E.") 

Health  Department 

Since  my  last  report,  Dr.  Reynold  M.  Kirby-Smith,  who  was  on 
leave  with  the  Red  Cross  in  Europe,  has  returned  and  taken  up  his 
work  as  Health  Officer  of  the  University.  Dr.  Kirby-Smith's  work  in 
Europe  has  met  with  universal  commendation,  and  his  heroic  efforts 
in  stamping  out  the  epidemic  of  typhus  in  Servia  has  brought  to  him  a 
distinction  which  reflects  upon  the  University. 

Dr.  Kirby-Smith  calls  attention  to  the  reports  which  he  has  made 
for  the  past  six  years,  with  the  recommendations  they  contain.  These 
reports  dwell  largely  upon  the  need  of  a  modern  sewage  disposal 
system.  This  is  one  of  the  conditions  that  must  be  met  by  us  at  no 
distant  date.  The  Vice-Chancellor  some  time  ago  asked  that  a  levy 
be  made  upon  the  lessees  under  the  provisions  of  our  charter  for  the 
construction  of  a  sewerage  system.  This  levy  will  necessitate  very 
careful  work  in  figuring  out  the  cost  of  a  sewerage  plant  and  the  values 
of  the  property  so  that  the  burden  may  be  borne  equitably  by  the 
lessees. 
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I  note  that  on  page  29  of  the  (printed)  proceedings  of  last  year  that 
the  report  indicates  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  was  directed  to  have  a 
proper  survey  made  by  an  expert  and  a  proper  estimate  of  the  cost 
made  looking  toward  the  installation  of  a  proper  system  of  sewage 
disposal ;  and  that  the  committee  is  not  aware  that  this  has  been  done. 
Had  the  committee  gone  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  information  they 
would  have  found  that  the  Nashville,  Chattanooga  &  St.  Louis  Rail- 
way was  kind  enough  to  extend  to  Sewanee  the  services  of  its  Chief 
Engineer,  Mr.  Hunter  McDonald,  who  visited  Sewanee  before  the 
meeting  of  the  last  Board  of  Trustees  and  rendered  a  written  report 
upon  sewage  disposal.  This  report  is  on  file,  and  is  available  for  the 
use  of  the  Board  at  any  time  they  may  desire  to  call  for  it. 

(The  Health  Officer's  report  is  submitted  as  Exhibit  "  F.") 
The  Hospital 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  conducted  during  the  past  year 
with  great  success.  There  have  been  no  nurses  graduated,  but  there 
are  several  who  are  preparing  themselves  to  become  graduate  nurses. 

Four  hundred  and  twenty-nine  patients  have  been  cared  for  in  the 
Hospital  and  865  in  the  out-door  clinic,  making  a  total  of  1,294  patients. 
There  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  out-patients,  but  an  increase 
in  those  cared  for  in  the  Hospital.  The  number  cared  for  the  year 
before  was  327,  which  would  indicate  that  102  more  patients  entered 
the  Hospital  during  the  past  year  than  the  year  before. 

The  collections  from  the  patients,  however,  have  fallen  off  slightly, 
from  $1,302.94  to  $1,077.99.  The  income  from  endowments  has  in- 
creased from  $1,750.00  to  $1,947.00. 

The  operating  expenses  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  were  $6,148.34 
as  compared  with  $6,420.17  the  year  before.  The  deficit  for  the  year 
was  only  $3,123.35  as  compared  with  $3,367.13  the  previous  year.  The 
endowments,  however,  have  increased,  and  the  appeals  made  by  Arch- 
deacon Claiborne,  representing  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  have  been 
so  fruitful  that  the  Hospital  closed  its  year  without  any  deficit. 

There  is  need  of  the  installation  of  an  X-ray  machine,  and  also  of  a 
central  heating  plant. 

Through  Archdeacon  Claiborne  funds  have  been  secured  for  the 
building  of  isolation  wards,  which  are  now  in  process  of  construction. 

(The  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  Board  is  submitted 
herewith  as  Exhibit  "  G.") 
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The  Library 

I  regret  to  state  that  owing  to  failing  health  Mrs.  Esther  H.  Shoup 
was  compelled  to  resign  as  Librarian  of  the  University,  her  resignation 
to  take  effect  on  the  15th  of  April.  Mrs.  Shoup  has  been  intimately- 
connected  with  the  affairs  of  Sewanee  from  its  earliest  days,  and  her 
husband  occupied  various  positions  in  connection  with  the  University  : 
he  was  the  first  Chaplain,  and  filled  also  various  chairs  from  time  to 
time.  Mrs.  Shoup  links  Sewanee  with  its  very  origin  in  that  her 
father,  the  late  Bishop  Elliott  of  Georgia,  was  one  of  the  three  who  are 
named  as  founders  of  the  University.  It  was  with  exceeding  regret 
that  I  felt  under  the  necessity  of  accepting  her  resignation.  To  fill 
the  vacancy  created  I  appointed  Miss  Louise  Finley  as  Librarian  for 
the  remainder  of  the  present  scholastic  year.  During  the  absence  of 
Mrs.  Shoup  and  previous  to  Miss  Finley  assuming  active  work  in  the 
Library,  Mr.  Samuel  Sharp,  of  Sewanee,  was  the  acting  Librarian ; 
the  report,  therefore,  that  is  submitted  is  his  report,  and  the  accessions 
to  the  Library  during  the  year  ending  June  1,  1916,  are  as  follows  :

This  gift 
is  made  up  of  some  very  valuable  works,  and  in  superb  editions.  The 
accession  comes  through  Mrs.  W.  H.  DuBose  and  the  other  heirs  of  Dr. 
Spencer.  I  would  be  glad  if  the  Board  would  make  some  recognition 
of  this  generosity  on  the  part  of  the  heirs  of  Dr.  Spencer.

Honorary  Degrees 

There  have  been  a  number  of  applications  for  honorary  degrees 
filed  with  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  I  herewith  submit  (Exhibit  "I") 
the  names  and  testimonials  to  the  Board. 

The  University  Supply  Store 

The  sales  of  the  store  during  the  year  1915  amounted  to  $94,512.27 
as  compared  with  $80,592.77  for  the  year  1914.  This  indicates  a  very 
healthy  increase  in  the  business  of  the  Supply  Store,  the  increase  being 
due  very  largely  to  the  reasons  given  in  my  last  annual  report.  The 
assets  of  the  Supply  Store  for  the  past  five  years  are  as  follows :

Up  to  the  present  time  we  have  not  taken  the  dividend  from  the 
Supply  Store,  so  that  the  amount  to  be  taken  out  remains  to  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Manager,  Mr.  L.  D.  Kirby. 

The  surplus  of  the  Supply  Store  on  the  1st  of  January,  1916,  was 
$32,955.60  as  against  $29,362.01  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1914. 

The  accounts  of  the  Supply  Store  have  been  recently  audited  by 
Mr.  Allen  B.  Fisher,  certified  public  accountant  of  Nashville,  Tenn.} 
and  his  report  is  submitted  herewith  as  Exhibit  "J." 
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Lands  and  Buildings 

From  the  domain  the  foresty  receipts  for  the  past  year  were  $754.61. 
There  have  been  no  new  contracts  made  for  the  cutting  of  any  of  our 
timber. 

The  work  of  the  construction  of  the  golf  links  has  progressed  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  the  links  will  become 
so  popular  that  they  will  be  a  decided  attraction  to  Sewanee.  This 
would  mean  more  people  spending  their  vacations  here,  and  more  ap- 
plications for  leases  for  summer  cottages.  I  am  so  thoroughly  con- 
vinced that  golf  links  properly  constructed  are  such  a  good  financial 
asset  that  I  would  not  hesitate  to  spend  a  great  deal  more  money  in 
their  preparation  than  has  been  spent  were  funds  available.  Up  to  the 
present  time  very  little  cash  has  been  spent,  as  the  work  has  been  very 
largely  done  by  students  who,  on  account  of  financial  reasons,  are 
compelled  to  work  out  their  expenses  in  taking  their  college  course. 
The  construction  of  the  links,  therefore,  has  given  to  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor an  opportunity  to  extend  work  to  needy  students  which  he  would 
not  otherwise  have  been  able  to  extend.  I  am  glad  to  state  that  a 
great  many  students  are  taking  advantage  of  this  opportunity,  and 
they  have  thus  come  to  believe  more  in  the  dignity  of  labor. 

During  the  past  summer  Mr.  Lyne  has  done  very  considerable 
work  in  surveying  the  domain  of  the  University,  also  in  running  levels, 
in  laying  out  lots  and  new  streets.  We  are  getting  this  part  of  our 
work  better  systematized,  so  that  I  trust  another  year  will  put  us  in 
position  to  know  definitely  our  metes  and  bounds,  and  also  to  have 
proper  street  lines  and  levels.  The  running  of  these  levels  has  been 
called  for  also  by  those  who  would  make  an  estimate  on  the  sewage 
disposal,  and  certain  geologists  have  stated  that  if  a  topographical 
map  of  our  domain  is  presented  to  them  they  can  indicate  better  where 
a  needful  supply  of  water  can  be  found. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Public  Light  &  Power  Com- 
pany, which  is  the  successor  of  the  Tennessee  Light  &  Power  Com- 
pany, have  executed  the  contract  which  was  entered  into  by  me  under 
the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  that  the  middle  of  October, 
191 5,  they  began  placing  the  electric  current  in  our  buildings.  The 
service  which  they  have  given  us  thus  far  has  been  very  satisfactory, 
and  we  feel  that  we  are  to  be  congratulated  on  having  electricity  avail- 
able for  light  and  power. 

In  my  last  report  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  oppor- 
tunity which  the   University  had  for  solving  what  is  known  as  the 
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problem  among  the  mountain  whites.  This  part  of  my  report  was 
taken  up  by  the  Board  and  a  committee  appointed  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  suggestions  made.  I  regret  to  state  that  owing  to  the 
fact  that  certain  members  of  the  committee  were  not  at  Sewanee  dur- 
ing the  year  and  also  because  of  the  pressure  of  what  is  known  as  the 
debt  campaign,  I  have  not  been  able  to  go  any  further  in  this  matter 
than  indicated  in  my  last  report.  I  shall  hope,  however,  that  the  mat- 
ter will  not  stop  at  this  point. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  endowment  funds  of  the  University  should  be 
used  for  the  erection  of  dwelling  houses  at  Sewanee  which  may  be 
rented  to  professors  and  others  connected  with  the  University.  They 
would  not  only  prove  a  good  investment  and  improve  our  town,  but 
would  enable  us  to  keep  with  us  certain  professors  who  are  not  able 
to  get  comfortable  houses  or  accommodations  in  the  town. ' 

In  view  of  the  necessary  plumbing  and  the  installation  of  the  light- 
ing system  in  Hoffman  Hall  and  improvements  therein,  at  a  cost  of 
about  $1,500.00,  the  Association  for  Promoting  the  Interests  of  Church 
Schools,  Colleges  and  Seminaries  has  rebated  to  the  University  two 
years' interest  due  on  account  of  the  mortgage  on  Hoffman  Hall.  The 
total  rebated  amounts  to  $1,000.00. 

I  desire  to  announce  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  K.Benedict,  who 
bought  the  Magnolia  Hall  property  and  rebuilt  it,  and  also  during  the 
year  erected  a  residence  which  was  leased  to  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Jewett 
Williams,  have  conveyed  these  properties  to  the  University,  and  thus 
added  one  more  to  their  many  benefactions.  I  trust  that  proper 
recognition  of  their  generosity  will  be  made  by  the  Board. 

Finances 

Last  year  I  informed  the  Board  that  the  Treasurer's  report  would 
not  be  available  until  the  close  of  the  year  on  August  31st,  and  that  I 
deemed  it  advisable  that  this  report  should  be  printed  separately  from 
the  Proceedings.  This  was  done,  and  it  proved  of  such  practical 
value  that  it  is  my  desire  to  follow  the  same  method  this  year.  For 
this  reason  there  will  be  no  report  from  the  Treasurer  to  the  Board. 
Such  a  report  as  would  be  made  at  the  present  time  would  not  be  of 
much  value  as  it  would  be  incomplete  as  to  items  and  very  largely 
speculative.  The  printing  of  the  report  separate  last  year  brought  the 
condition  of  the  finances  of  the  University  very  conspicuously  before 
people.  It  was  used  quite  extensively  in  what  is  known  as  the  debt 
campaign.  I  trust  that  the  Board  will  formally  take  action  adopting 
this  method. 
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I  also  hope  that  the  Board  will  continue  the  use  of  the  budget 
system  as  recommended  last  year,  and  that  a  committee  will  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  to  prepare  such  a  budget.  We  cannot  at  the 
present  time  tell  just  how  this  will  work  out,  as  the  budget  was  made 
for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1916.  I  believe,  however,  that  so  far 
as  expenditures  are  concerned  that  we  have  kept  within  the  limit  of  the 
appropriations  made.  As  to  the  income,  I  am  not  able  at  this  time  to 
say  whether  the  items  have  come  up  to  the  estimates  or  not.  I  am 
satisfied  that  some  of  them  have  not,  and  I  believe  that  a  few  of  them 
have  exceeded  the  estimates.  Therefore,  at  the  present  time,  it  is  im- 
possible for  me  to  make  an  estimate  of  what  the  deficit  will  be  for  the 
year  1915-1916.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year  ending 
August  31,  191 5,  indicated  a  deficit  of  $16,856.60.  This  deficit,  how- 
ever, very  largely  belonged  to  previous  years,  as  some  $16,264.44  is 
accounted  for  in  the  old  accounts  which  did  not  get  on  the  books 
before  the  istof  September,  1 9 1 4 .  During  the  year  we  had  an  extra- 
ordinary income  in  the  sale  of  a  spring  of  which  the  University  was 
part  owner  and  which  part  was  bought  with  current  funds  of  the 
University.  This  brought  in  to  the  treasury  $1,450.00,  so  that  we  can 
state  that  the  actual  deficit  in  operating  expenses  for  the  year  ending 
August  31,  1915,  was  $2,042.16. 

The  Debt  Campaign 

In  January  and  February  of  the  present  year,  in  company  with  Mr. 
Leland  Rankin  as  publicity  agent,  and  Mr.  David  A.  Shepherd,  the 
Organizing  Secretary  of  the  Alumni  Association,  I  visited  some  thirty 
cities  in  the  South  and  spoke  to  congregations  and  meetings  and  at 
dinners,  making  some  thirty  addresses  in  the  course  of  twenty-nine 
days.  The  purpose  of  this  itinerary  was  to  call  a  convention  of  those 
who  were  interested  in.  the  paying  of  the  debts  of  Sewanee  to  meet  in 
Chattanooga  on  the  22nd  day  of  February  of  this  year. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  the  gathering  at  Chatta- 
nooga was  a  very  notable  one.  Persons  came  from  nearly  every 
diocese  that  is  connected  with  Sewanee,  and  as  far  East  as  New  York. 

The  outcome  of  the  deliberations  of  the  convention  was  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Central  Committee  to  take  charge  of  the  campaign  to  raise 
$300,000  by  June,  1916,  this  $300,000  to  be  applied  on  the  debts  of  the 
University. 

The  Central  Committee  was  composed  of  the  following :  Myself, 
the  Rev.  Henry  D.  Phillips,  Mr.  Henry  G.  Seibels,  Mr.  George  F.  Mil- 
ton, Mr.  Robert  C.  Alston,  Mr.  John  Howe  Peyton,  and  Col.  Lawrence 
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D.  Tyson,  with  Mr.  Leland  Rankin  as  Executive  Secretary.  By  this 
committee  various  diocesan  committees  were  organized,  and  the  work 
pushed. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  work  has  met  with  such  success 
that  the  $300,000  is  assured. 

In  the  accomplishment  of  this  great  work  it  is  impossible  to  enu- 
merate all  who  have  given  of  their  time  to  it.  The  system  that  was 
pursued  was  to  divide  the  work  out  among  the  dioceses  according  to 
an  expectancy  from  each  diocese.  Of  the  twenty-two  dioceses  and 
missionary  districts  connected  with  Sewanee,  three  have  met  the  ex- 
pectancy and  overpaid  it.  These  three  dioceses  are  Tennessee,  Texas, 
and  Atlanta.  Many  of  the  dioceses  did  not  begin  to  work  until  late, 
and  some  have  asked  for  further  time. 

The  history  of  the  movement,  and  its  successful  accomplishment, 
will  be  made  out  by  the  Central  Committee  and  printed  in  a  separate 
pamphlet  for  distribution.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Board  met.  Present :  the  Chancellor,  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky, 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis,  McQueen  and  Wright,  Messrs.  Finney,  Gale, 
Hall  and  Hodgson — 9.     The  Vice-Chancellor  was  also  present. 

Reports  from  the  Committees  on  the  Academic  Department  and  the 
Sewanee  Military  Academy  respectively,  sent  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  our  consideration,  were  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

(1)  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Wright  be  appointed  to  revise  and  print  the  Constitution  and  Ordi- 
nances of  the  University  and  report  to  this  Board  at  our  October 
meeting. 

(2)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  appointed  a  Committee  of  One,  to 
report  in  October  what  steps  are  necessary  for  a  Diocese  or  Mission- 
ary District  to  become  a  member  of  the  Corporation. 

(3)  That  a  Committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Finney  and  Hall  be 
appointed  to  assist  in  the  cooperation  of  the  Sewanee  Training  School 
and  the  Provincial  Board  of  Religious  Education. 

(4)  It  is  the  sense  of  this  Board,  in  order  to  reduce  expenses,  that 
the  office  of  Registrar  be  consolidated  with  some  other,  and  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  is  instructed  to  act  accordingly  ;  the  same  to  take  effect 
after  January  1st  next. 

The  debt  of  The  Sewanee  Review  was  discussed,  and  action  thereon 
postponed  to  the  October  meeting.

The  Board  met.  Present :  the  Chancellor  ;  the  Bishops  of  Atlanta, 
Kentucky,and  Georgia  ;  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis,  McQueen,  and  Wright ; 
Messrs.  Finney,  Gale,  Hall,  and  Dr.  Polk.  The  Vice-Chancellor  was 
also  present. 
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The  Chancellor  made  a  report  of  certain  matters  entrusted  to  him 
as  follows : 

A  form  to  be  used  by  Dioceses  or  Missionary  Districts  desiring  to 
be  admitted  into  the  Union  of  Dioceses  and  Missionary  Districts 
owning  and  controlling  the  University  of  the  South.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  the  form  above  mentioned  be  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  made  an  Ordinance  of 
the  University. 

The  Rev.  Hudson  Stuck,  D.D.,  was  elected  Professor  of  Ecclesias- 
tical History,  on  a  salary  of  $1,800  a  year.  Mr.  Gale  desired  to  be 
recorded  as  voting  in  the  negative  in  said  election. 

Frederick  Charles  Wilson  was  elected  Professor  of  Civil  Engineer- 
ing on  a  salary  of  $2,000  a  year. 

The  appointment  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  Hubert  H.  S.  Aimes  to 
be  Acting  Associate  Professor  of  Economics  and  History  was  con- 
firmed ;  and  also  his  appointment  of  a  Director  of  Physical  Culture. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  August  31st,  1915,  was  presented  by  the  Vice-Chancellor.  It 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  and  distributed  among  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  that  he  had  not  deemed  it  wise  to 
make  certain  suggested  improvements  (from  the  Board  of  Trustees) 
upon  the  Colmore  House,  upon  the  Sutton  House,  and  his  action 
thereon  was  confirmed. 

It  was  resolved, 

Whereas,  The  survey  of  the  University  Domain,  called  for  in  a 
resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  page  29,  Proceedings  191 5,  has 
been  made,  and  that  the  subject  be  no  longer  considered. 

Action  upon  the  legal  title  of  the  Hospital  was  deferred  until  the 
next  meeting. 

The  resolutions  of  the  Associated  Alumni  regarding  the  restoration 
of  Sewanee's  Form  and  Ceremony  were  referred  to  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor for  action  thereon. 

Mr.  George  Townshend,  M.A.  (Oxon.),  was  elected  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor of  English  for  the  unexpired  term.     It  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  issue  the  note 
of  the  corporation  in  renewal  of  a  note  for  $15,000  due  September 
23rd,  191 5,  to  the  Bankers  Trust  Company,  of  New  York  City,  secured 
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by  eighteen  $1,000  five  per  cent  consolidated  gold  bonds  of  the  South- 
ern Railway  Co.,  and  such  further  renewal  thereof  as  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor may  deem  necessary. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Bishop  of  Georgia  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  proper  form  for  this  authorization  and  renewal 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  express  the  grateful  thanks  of  this 
Board  to  the  Rev.  George  W.  Lay,  for  presenting  to  the  University  a 
book  containing  the  minutes  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  that  electricity  had  been  installed 
upon  the  University  Domain. 

He  reported  also  that  twenty-seven  students  were  present  at  the 
University  during  the  Summer  Quarter,  and  that  there  had  been  no 
deficit. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  10:00  a.m.  to-morrow. 


Tuesday,  October  19,  191 5,  10:00  a.m. 

The  Board  reconvened.  Dr.  Hullihen  appeared  and  made  a  report 
of  the  financial  condition  of  The  Sewanee  Review  ;  and  the  following 
was  adopted :

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Managers  requests  that  the  University 
stand  this  expense  for  the  year  1916,  said  Board  of  Managers  agree- 
ing to  pay  all  the  other  expenses  of  The  Review : 

Resolved  (1),  That  the  Board  of  Managers  be  informed  that  the 
Vice-Chancellor  has  included  in  the  budget  for  the  year  1915-1916  the 
sum  of  $400  to  cover  the  above  items. 

Resolved  (2),  That  the  Board  of  Managers  be  relieved  of  returning 
this  amount  to  the  University  for  the  year  1916 ;  Provided,  that  the 
Board  of  Managers  furnish  the  University  with  200  subscriptions  to 
The  Review.     It  was  also 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  expressed  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  The  Review.     It  was 
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Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  prepare  and 
present  to  this  Board  at  its  next  meeting  a  form  of  contract  between 
this  Board  and  the  Managers  of  The  Sewanee  Review. 

The  following  was  adopted  : 

Resolved  (i),  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Board  of  Regents  that 
according  to  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  XXXVIII,  Section  4,  the 
United  States  Army  Officer  assigned  to  the  Sewanee  Military  Acad- 
emy should  be  appointed  by  the  Superintendent  thereof  as  Comman- 
dant of  Cadets  and  that,  as  such,  he  should  be  in  charge  of  all  the 
military  instruction  of  the  Academy. 

Resolved  (2),  That  in  accordance  with  the  same  Section  and  Sec- 
tion 5,  of  the  same  Ordinance,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Academy  is 
hereby  informed  that  he  has  authority  to  appoint,  with  the  consent 
and  advice  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  an  officer  of  the  Academy  to  be 
called  the  Commandant  with  such  duties  as  he  may  prescribe. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  at  2:30  p.m.

The  Board  met.  Present :  The  Chancellor  ;  the  Bishop  of  Georgia  ; 
the  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis,  McQueen,  and  Wright ;  Messrs.  Gale,  Hall, 
and  Hodgson  ;  and  also  the  Vice-Chancellor.  The  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  James  A.  Muller,  of  Lexington,  Mass.,  was  elected  Pro- 
fessor of  Ecclesiastical  History  for  the  unexpired  term,  on  a  salary  of 
$1,800  per  annum. 
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A  motion  was  made  and  adopted, — in  view  of  the  statement  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor  with  regard  to  Mr.  Frederick  Charles  Wilson  who 
was  elected  Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  and  University  Engineer 
October  18,  1915, — that  his  election  be  renewed  on  a  salary  of  $2,000 
a  year,  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  appointment  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  Mr.  John  P.  Nicholson, 
of  St.  Louis,  to  be  Director  of  Physical  Culture  was  confirmed  ;  and 
also  his  appointment  of  the  Rev.  C.  E.  Pattillo,  as  Assistant  Treas- 
urer of  the  University. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  legal  title  of  the  Hos- 
pital asked  for  further  time,  which  request  was  granted. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  that  there  was  a  deficit  of  $94.99  in 
the  expenses  of  the  Provincial  Synod  which  met  last  October  at  Sewa- 
nee,  and  that  it  was  paid  by  the  University.  The  Bishop  of  Tennessee 
stated  that  the  Diocese  would  refund  that  amount  and  requested  the 
Secretary  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  send  a  statement  of  the  same  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  recommended  an  increase  of  salary  for  Prof. 
Thomas  P.  Bailey  on  account  of  his  doing  work  in  two  departments 
of  the  University,  and  his  salary  was,  on  motion,  fixed  at  $1,800  per 
annum. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  the  action  of  the  Association  for 
Promoting  the  Interests  of  Church  Schools,  Colleges  and  Seminaries, 
remitting  $1,000  interest,  provided  the  University  spent  $1,500  in  im- 
provements on  Hoffman  Hall.  A  motion  was  adopted  to  the  effect 
that  the  offer  of  the  Association  to  donate  $1,000  unpaid  interest  on 
Hoffman  Hall  be  accepted,  with  the  understanding  that  the  University 
spends  during  the  years  1915  and  1916  the  sum  of  $1,500  on  Hoffman 
Hall. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  on  the  matter  of  leasing  mineral 
rights  on  the  lands  of  the  University.  Messrs.  Gale  and  Hall,  with  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  were  appointed  to  consider  the  same,  and  report  at  a 
future  meeting  of  the  Board. 

With  reference  to  the  contract  between  this  Board  and  the  Mana- 
gers of  The  Sewa?iee  Review  the  committee  in  charge  thereof  was 
continued. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  the  appointment  of  Mr.  James  C. 
Preston  as  Acting-Registrar,  without  additional  salary,  and  the  ap- 
pointment was  confirmed  by  the  Board. 

The  Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Digest  reported,  and  was  in- 
structed to  have  the  proposed  revision  put  in  type  and  copies  sent  to 
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every  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  least  two  weeks  before  its 
next  meeting. 

The  committee  appointed  to  correspond  with  the  authorities  of 
various  colleges  and  universities  as  regards  securing  attendance  of 
students  at  Commencement,  reported  that  said  authorities  stated  they 
had  found  it  impossible  to  do  so,  and  the  committee  was  discharged 
from  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

The  Committee  on  Revising  and  Codifying  the  Constitution  and 
Ordinances  reported  that  there  had  been  printed  and  mailed  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  copy  of  their  report. 

The  Committee  on  Leasing  Mineral  Rights  in  the  lands  of  the  Uni- 
versity Domain  reported  progress,  and  was  continued. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  and  Col.  Harrison  were  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee, with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wright,  to  examine  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  and  make  report  upon  the 
same  at  a  meeting  of  this  Board. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported:  (1)  That  the  Rev.  James  A.  Muller, 
who  was  elected  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  at  our  last  meet- 
ing, had  declined  his  election  ;  (2)  That  Mr.  Frederick  C.  Wilson  had 
declined  his  election  as  Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  and  University 
Engineer ;  and  (3)  That  Mr.  Colin  M.  Mackall  had  resigned  his  posi- 
tion as  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  recommended  that  Prof  H.  H.  S.  Aimes  be 
continued  as  acting  Professor  of  Economics  and  Sociology  until  the 
regular  election  next  year,  and  his  recommendation  was  approved  by 
the  Board. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  :  ( 1 )  That  he  had  appointed  Robert  C. 
Walker  as  Acting  Assistant  Professor  of  Biology  on  a  salary  of  $1,200 
per  annum,  for  the  session  of  1916-17  ;  (2)  That  he  had  given  leave  of 
absence  for  one  year  to  Mr.  Raymond,  Professor  of  Biology  ;  and  (3) 
also  leave  of  absence  for  the  same  period  to  Mr.  R.  H.  Gait,  Professor 
of  Physics.  His  action  in  these  three  matters  was  confirmed  by  the 
Board. 
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A  resolution  was  adopted  authorizing  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  adjust 
the  salary  of  Prof.  Ware  for  the  current  year,  and  that  his  salary  for 
the  ensuing  year  be  $1,500. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reported  that  Mrs.  Shoup,  on  account  of  fail- 
ing health,  had  resigned  as  Librarian,  and  he  had  appointed  Miss 
Louise  Finley  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  at  the  regular  salary  of  $400 
per  annum. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  recommended  Mr.  Ralph  Peters  Black  as 
Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  and  University  Engineer,  and  by  reso- 
lution the  Board  nominated  him  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  un- 
expired term. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  recommended  Mr.  B.  F.  Finney  for  the  Chair 
of  Chemistry.

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  codification  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  Ordinances  of  the  University  made  by  a  special  commit- 
tee appointed  for  that  purpose  by  this  Board,  and  to  recommend  a 
disposition  of  the  same,  reported  :  That  said  codification  appears  to 
be  a  complete  transcript  of  the  Digest  of  1903,  with  such  amendments 
thereto  as  have  been  made  since  the  publication  of  said  Digest ;  that 
said  transcript  was  laboriously  and  carefully  made,  and  that  the  work 
of  said  committee  deserves  commendation.  No  attempt,  however, 
was  made  by  the  said  committee  to  reconcile  conflicting  provisions 
which  may  have  been  occasioned  by  said  amendments,  except  in  cer- 
tain instances  of  substitution  ;  or  to  eliminate  duplications,  such  for 
instance,  as  provisions  relative  to  the  Board  of  Regents  which  provi- 
sions appear  both  in  the  Constitution  and  in  the  Ordinances ;  or  to 
eliminate  obsolete  provisions, — such  as  are  contained  in  Article  XII  of 
the  Constitution  as  it  appears  in  said  Digest.  Said  committee  made 
a  careful  compilation,  but  it  did  not  attempt  a  revision,  because,  in  its 
opinion,  it  was  not  authorized  to  revise. 
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In  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  in  its 
reference  of  the  subject  matter  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  contemplated 
not  only  a  compilation  but  also  a  complete  revision  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Ordinances  of  the  University,  in  which  would  be  shown  the 
whole  law  of  the  corporation  in  compact  form  ;  and  whereas  such  re- 
vision cannot  be  made  within  the  limited  time  that  may  be  allowed  the 
undersigned  for  that  purpose  during  the  present  session  of  the  Board  ; 
it  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  the  said  compilation  made  by  the 
special  committee  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  same  be  recommitted  to  this  Board,  with 
authority  to  revise  the  same  by  making  such  additions  and  eliminations 
as  may  be  deemed  needful  and  expedient,  with  direction  that  it  cause 
to  be  made  a  full  and  complete  index  to  the  Charter,  Constitution  and 
Ordinances  of  the  University,  to  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
at  its  next  session.

The  following  resolution  was  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, for  its  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  compilation  of  the  Charter,  Constitution  and 
Ordinances  of  the  University  reported  by  the  Board  of  Regents,  be 
recommitted  to  that  Board,  with  authority  to  revise  the  same  by 
making  such  additions  and  eliminations  as  may  be  deemed  needful 
and  expedient,  with  direction  that  it  cause  to  be  made  a  full  and  com- 
plete index  to  its  revised  edition  of  the  Charter,  Constitution  and 
Ordinances  of  the  University,  and  that  the  same  be  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  at  its  next  annual  session. 

Upon  resolution  the  special  committee  charged  with  the  duty  of 
codifying  the  Constitution  and  Ordinances  was  discharged.

APPENDIX  III 

REPORT  OF  CENTRAL  COMMITTEE 

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  8,  1916. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  : 

Gentlemen  :  The  Central  Committee,  which  has  had  charge  of 
the  campaign  for  raising  $300,000  with  which  to  pay  off  the  debt  of 
the  University,  asks  permission  to  report  as  follows  : 

The  present  movement  to  lift  the  debt  originated  with  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  who,  while  on  a  visit  to  Texas  last  fall,  received  such  en- 
couragement that  on  his  return  to  Sewanee  he  suggested  to  others  a 
plan  of  going  in  person  to  the  principal  cities  of  the  Southern  Dioceses 
of  the  Church,  which  own  and  control  the  property,  to  lay  the  Univer- 
sity's necessity  before  those  interested  and  to  ask  that  delegates  be 
appointed  to  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  Chattanooga  on  the  following 
Washington's  Birthday. 

The  idea  met  with  favor  and  the  start  on  the  long  journey  was  made 
January  8,  1916,  and  some  thirty-odd  cities  were  visited  and  others 
were  gotten  in  touch  with  by  telephone  along  the  way.  In  each  place 
sympathetic  audiences  heard  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  the  material  as- 
sistance was  promised  Sewanee. 

Something  over  one  hundred  earnest  men  met  on  February  22,  1916, 
in  response  to  the  Vice-Chancellor's  invitation,  in  the  Patten  Hotel  at 
Chattanooga  for  the  purpose  of  considering  how  best  to  proceed  in 
the  effort  to  get  together  the  money  needed  for  the  liquidation  of  the 
debt.  Among  them  were  Bishop  Beckwith,  of  Alabama,  Bishop  Kin- 
solving,  of  Texas,  Bishop  Darst,  of  East  Carolina,  Bishop  Reese,  of 
Georgia,  Bishop  Guerry,  of  South  Carolina,  and  Bishop  Gailor,  of 
Tennessee.  Bishop  Knight,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  outlined  the  objects 
of  the  meeting. 

Judge  Jno.  L.  Doggett,  of  Jacksonville,  was  made  permraient  Chair- 
man, Robert  Jemison,  Jr.,  of  Birmingham,  permanent  Secretary,  and 
Charles  W.  Underwood  of  Sewanee,  Assistant  Secretary.  A  resolu- 
tion was  promptly  adopted  to  the  effect  that  the  debt  should  be  paid 
and  that  the  money  for  this  purpose  should  be  raised  by  June,  1916, 
and  the  following  committee  was  appointed  to  work  out  a  plan  during 
the  noon  hour : 
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Bishop  A.  W.  Knight,  of  Sewanee,  Chairman. 

Jno.  Howe  Peyton,  of  Nashville. 

Wm.  D.  Cleveland,  Jr.,  of  Houston,  Texas. 

J.  B.  Snowden,  of  Memphis,  Tenn. 

Robt.  Jemison,  Jr.,  of  Birmingham,  Ala. 

Judge  Jno.  L.  Doggett,  of  Jacksonville,  Fla. 

At  the  afternoon  session  Robt.  Jemison,  Jr.,  as  Secretary,  reported 
that  the  committee  had  decided  to  suggest  to  the  Convention  that  a 
Central  Committee  of  seven  be  named  to  take  charge  and  to  conduct 
a  campaign  to  raise  the  $300,000,  and  that  such  committee  be  vested 
with  authority  to  name  subsidiary  committees  in  the  twenty-odd  Dio- 
ceses affiliated  with  Sewanee,  and  such  other  things  as  might  be  neces- 
sary to  the  end  in  view.  He  reported  his  committee  as  further  recom- 
mending that  the  Southern  Bishops  of  the  Church  be  asked  to  lead  the 
movement,  and  finally  that  those  Dioceses  which  are  stronger  than 
others  help  out  the  weaker  ones  by  raising  more  money  than  might  be 
allotted  to  them  on  an  even  apportionment.  The  several  ideas  were 
carried  into  effect  upon  formal  motion. 

Many  speeches  were  made,  the  seven  Bishops  present  pledging 
their  efforts  to  the  work,  and  laymen  of  prominence  in  affairs  in  many 
directions  predicting  success.  Slips  of  paper  were  passed  around  and 
about  $50,000  was  signed  for  and  there  were  distinct  hints  of  as  much 
more  in  immediate  sight.  In  order  that  the  Central  Committee  might 
not  be  handicapped  for  the  want  of  expense  money  ten  of  those  pres- 
ent guaranteed  a  fund  not  exceeding  $5,000,  as  a  separate  item  for  its 
expenses,  so  the  main  fund  would  in  no  way  be  trespassed  upon.  These 
gentlemen  were  :  Messrs.  Whitefoord  R.  Cole,  Robt.  Jemison,  Jr.,  Dr. 
Jno.  H.  P.  Hodgson,  Telfair  Hodgson,  W.  D.  Cleveland,  A.  S.  Cleve- 
land, Judge  Jno.  L.  Doggett,  Rev.  W.  S.  Claiborne,  Rev.  W.  C.  Rob- 
ertson and  associates,  and  Jno.  Howe  Peyton.

At  night  a  banquet  was  enjoyed  by  the  delegates  as  guests  of  the 
Chattanooga  Alumni  of  Sewanee  at  the  Golf  and  Country  Club,  at 
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which  the  doings  of  the  day  were  ratified  and  emphasized  and  the 
success  of  the  movement  pledged  amid  great  good  feeling. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Central  Committee  was  held  at  the  Golf 
and  Country  Club,  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  just  before  the  banquet,  and 
was  organized  by  the  election  of  Bishop  A.  W.  Knight,  Chairman,  and 
Mr.  Henry  D.  Phillips,  temporary  Secretary.  The  general  work  ahead 
of  the  Committee  was  discussed,  and  Monday,  May  15, 1916,  was  fixed 
upon  to  be  known  as  "  Sewanee  Day  "  throughout  the  South  for  the 
purposes  of  this  campaign,  when  an  accounting  would  be  taken  to 
ascertain  if  the  necessary  amount  of  money  had  been  pledged,  and  if 
not,  to  allow  time  in  which  to  make  up  the  deficit  before  June.    ' 

After  the  banquet  at  10:30  p.m.  the  Central  Committee  held  its  sec- 
ond session  at  the  Patten  Hotel.  At  this  meeting  Mr.  Leland  Rankin, 
of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  was  elected  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Central 
Committee,  and  the  Chairman  was  requested  to  make  an  apportion- 
ment of  the  $300,000  needed  among  the  Dioceses  affiliated  with  Sewa- 
nee upon  a  basis  of  the  Diocesan  resources. 

The  Central  Committee  met  for  its  next  session  in  Atlanta,  Ga., 
Monday,  February  28,  iqi6.  At  this  meeting  Mr.  W.  A.  Sadd  com- 
municated by  telephone  to  the  Committee  that  it  would  be  impossible 
for  him  to  give  the  time  necessary  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  and 
asked  to  be  relieved.  His  request  was  regretfully  acceded  to  and  Mr. 
Frank  M.  Ewing,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  was  elected  to  the  vacancy. 
The  Chairman  was  directed  to  write  to  such  men  as  Bishop  Gailor, 
Bishop  Reese,  Bishop  Woodcock,  Bishop  Bratton,  and  Messrs.  P.  G. 
Sears,  C.  E.  Pattillo,  W.  B.  Capers,  arid  such  others  as  had  offered 
their  services,  asking  what  time  each  could  give  to  outside  speaking 
and  to  make  out  a  schedule  for  each,  and  to  furnish  a  tentative  list  of 
available  speakers  to  the  Diocesan  Committees.  The  Chairman, 
Bishop  Knight,  was  vested  with  power  to  name  the  members  of  the 
Diocesan  Committees,  except  as  to  the  Bishops,  who  had  already  been 
made  Honorary  Chairmen,  and  these  Committees  to  consist  of  not 
less  than  five  members  each.  Mr.  Robt.  C.  Alston  submitted  the 
wording  for  the  notes  to  be  used  for  deferred  payments  in  the  cam- 
paign, to  be  passed  on  finally  by  the  Nashville  Trust  Company.  In 
accordance  with  the  previous  motion  of  the  Committee,  Bishop  Knight 
submitted  the  expectations  of  amounts  to  be  raised  in  the  several 
Dioceses. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Central  Committee  was  held  in  Nashville, 
Monday,  March  6,  1916.  At]  this  meeting  Mr.  Sam  Orr  of  the  Nash- 
ville Trust  Company  examined  the  forms   of  notes  which   had  been 
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proposed  at  the  Atlanta  meeting  by  Mr.  Alston  and  approved  them, 
stating  that  the  Nashville  Trust  Company  was  willing  to  assume  the 
responsibility  imposed  and  would  lend  its  facilities  and  best  efforts  to 
the  success  of  the  business.  Thereupon  the  Nashville  Trust  Company 
was  made  Trustee  of  the  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  debt  of  the 
University  of  the  South. 

Further  meetings  of  the  Central  Committee  were  held  as  follows  : 

Chattanooga,  March  13  ;  Memphis,  March  23  ;  Birmingham,  April 
3rd  ;  Chattanooga,  May  2nd  ;  Sewanee,  May  16th,  and  again  at  Sewa- 
nee,  June  8th,  1916.  Mr.  Ewing  was  only  able  to  be  present  at  the 
first  of  these  meetings.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  his  resignation  Col. 
L.  D.  Tyson,  of  Knoxville,  was  elected  to  the  vacancy. 

From  the  beginning,  printed  matter  of  various  kinds  was  issued 
from  the  University  Press  at  Sewanee,  Tenn.,  and  sent  broadcast 
throughout  the  Southern  territory  and  at  the  meetings  of  the  Commit- 
tee, the  situation  was  gone  over  as  it  appeared  at  such  time  from  the 
detailed  reports  of  the  Chairman  and  Secretary.  Every  available  man, 
whose  services  could  be  secured  for  pushing  the  work  in  any  direction, 
was  pressed  into  service,  committees  were  appointed  in  each  Diocese, 
and  sub-committees  wherever  men  could  be  gotten  to  work.  The  one 
obstacle  that  the  Committee  has  met  with  has  been  the  lack  of  time 
to  properly  reach  the  people  in  such  a  wide  territory.  A  professional 
money  raiser,  when  consulted  in  regard  to  the  work,  named  two  years 
as  the  minimum  time  in  which  he  would  undertake  to  raise  the  money, 
and  yet  the  work  of  your  Committee  to  date  has  lasted  less  than  six 
months.

Your  attention  is  especially  called  to  the  Dioceses  of  Tennessee, 
Texas,  and  Atlanta,  which  have  exceeded  their  expectations. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Central  Committee  June  8,  1916,  the  Chair- 
man, Bishop  Knight,  announced  that  on  June  1st,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  C.  K. 
Benedict  had  notified  him  that  they  would  underwrite  whatever 
amount  had  not  been  secured  up  to  $300,000.00  with  the  understanding 
that  the  work  of  raising  money  is  to  continue,  particularly  in  those 
Dioceses  which  have  not  come  up  with  their  quota. 

We  report  with  pleasure  that  in  some  Dioceses  which  have  already 
passed  their  expectations,  such  as  Tennessee  and  Atlanta,  the  work 
is  continuing  and  it  is  expected  that  considerable  more  money  will  be 
subscribed  in  them  to  the  fund. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  Central  Committee  be  continued  in  its  work 
and  also  at  the  proper  time  a  complete  history  of  the  movement  be 
written  wherein  credit  will  be  given  to  those  to  whom  credit  is  due. 

Finally,  and  most  important,  the  Committee  would  report  that  the 
success  of  this  movement,  in  its  opinion,  does  not  lie  wholly  in  the 
fact  that  the  money  for  the  debt  has  been  secured,  but  in  the  wide 
publicity  that  Sewanee  has  received  as  a  result  of  the  campaign.  As 
an  indication  of  this,  the  quick  response  of  the  people  has  indicated  that 
Sewanee  is  in  their  minds  and  that  many  parents  have  had  brought 
before  them  forcibly  the  claim  of  the  institution  as  a  place  where  their 
sons  can  be  educated.  In  order  that  the  impression  left  by  the  various 
committees  who  have  conducted  the  campaign,  be  not  lost  in  its  effect, 
we  suggest  that  there  shall  be  a  follow-up  movement  in  the  way  of 
securing  students.
